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STEEL STRIKE END 
IN SIGHT AS UNION 
BOARD MEETS 10 
RATIFY ACCORD 


Terms Withheld, but 
USW Apparently 
Scored Victory—$5.64 
Price Rise Granted 
Industry.

WASHINGTON, July 25—The 
end of the paralyzing steel strike 
was in sight today as the wage 
policy board of the CIO United 
Steel Workers Union met here 
to ratify an agreement reached 
in day-long conferences yesterday 
at the White House. 


Although terms of the settle- 
ment were withheld until after 
the expected ratification by the 
union’s wage policy board today, 
there was informed speculation, 
inferentially confirmed by the 
obvious moods of Benjamin Fair- 
less, president of United Steel 
Corp. and his associates and CIO- 
USW President Philip Murray and 
his associates, that the union had 
obtained what it regarded as a 
major victory. 

Gains by Union. 

The union at least got its foot 
into the door in the way of some 
form of union shop. The agree- 
ment watered down United States 
Steel’s demand for a “manage- 
ment’s rights” clause. The union 
got most of what it wanted in the 
form of direct wage and fringe 
wage increases. 

There were compromises on 
both sides, according to the in- 
formation leaked from the usual 
“well-informed” but anonymous 
Washington sources. The com- 
promises, however, were minor, if 
these reports are to be accepted 
at face value. 

They closely approach the in- 
dustry’s “last offer” and the un- 
ion’s minimum demands for set- 
tlement. They are within a razor- 
thin margin of what the union and 
the industry came close to agree- 
ing on last Sunday at Pittsburgh, 
where top officials of the major 
steel companies sat down to talk 
things over with Murray and the 
union’s wage policy group. 

The industry gave way on the 
issue of retroactivity to the extent 
that it offered the 16 cents-an- 
hour direct wage increase it had 
offered last Sunday be made 
retroactive to March 1. 

Price Boost Allowed. 

The Government gave way, of- 
fering the industry.a price in- 
crease that will average $5.64 a 
ton. 

The union gave way on the 
sticky issue of the union shop as 
it had been prepared to do all 
along, although ‘nsisting publicly 
it would not. 

There will be a modified form 
of the union shop. It will provide 
that present employes not mem- 
bers of the union—less than 8 per 
cent in those plants which have 
contracts with the union — need 
not join. 

But newly hired employes must 
sign application cards to join the 
union. If they do not inform their 
employers that they want to can- 
cel the application in the last half 
of the first month of their em- 
ployment they are in the union. 

But not for keeps. Here the 
union compromised. It agreed to 
a clause which says that any em- 
ploye may withdraw from the 
union by serving notice of his in- 
tention to do so within the last 
half month of the contract. 

The contract is to be for two 
years, instead of the 18 months 
recommended by the Wage Sta- 
bilization Board. It is to date 
from June 30 of this year with 
either party free to reopen it on 
the question of wages a year later. 

What it all adds up to, really, 
is a face-saving revision of the

BEQUEST TO FOSTER 
PROHIBITION IN 3 
COUNTRIES UPHELD 


A $280,000 trust created in the 
will of Dr. Francis L. Stuever, 
who died in 1928 in Vienna, must 
be used as directed in the will 
to further the cause of prohibi- 
tion in Germany, Austria and the 
United States, Circuit Judge 
David J. Murphy ruled today. 

St. Louis University had 
claimed the trust fund as the 
residuary legatee of Miss Celia 
Stuever, daughter of Dr. Stuever. 
He left his estate principally to 
his daughter with the provision 
that on her death a trust would 
be set up to foster prohibition in 


the countries named. Miss Stuever 


died in 1948 making St. Louis 
University her residuary legatee. 
The old Mississippi Valley 


Trust Co., trustee for’the trust, 
asked the court for instructions 


on how to dispose of it. The com- 
pany said it had been threatened 
with litigation if it turned the 


money over to the International 
Reform Federation, which sought 


to carry out Dr. Stuever’s in- 
structions. 

Judge Murphy held that the 
trust created was valid and en- 
forceable and capable of being 
carried out lawfully, as directed 
by the will.

THREE PRECINCTS 
OF EIGHTH WARD 


Post-Dispatch Finds 115 
Mistakes in 1310 
Names in South Side 
Area Where 48 of 56 
Clerks Were Shifted. 


Widespread irregularities in the 
Election Board’s canvass of regis- 
tered voters in three precincts of 
the South side Eighth Ward were 
found by the Post-Dispatch today. 
Previous investigation disclosed 
many irregularites in wards with 
heavy Negro populations. 

A Post-Dispatch check of 1310 
names on lists of registered voters 
in precincts 1, 2 and 4 in the 
Eighth ward indicated that the 
board’s canvassers had made 115 
mistakes. That figure is nearly 9 
per cent of the total left on the 
lists by the canvassers. 

The Eighth ward was one of 
13 affected by the _ Election 
Board’s recent wholesale shake- 
up of clerks. In the shuffle. 
48 of the ward's 56 clerks were 
shifted or replaced—a move that 
meant the canvass was made by 
workers who were unfamiliar 
with the precincts to which they 
were assigned.

However, the other board mem- 
bers—Clifford Haley, Leo Hen- 
nessey and Sigmund Bass—said 
they felt the extent of the recan- 
vass Was a question yet to be de- 
cided. 

Grand Jury ‘On the Alert.’ 

The circuit court grand jury 
announced yesterday “it will be 
on the alert to investigate fully 
and completely any charges of 
irregularities that come to our 
attention either in the canvass 
recently completed” or in the pri- 
mary, 

In the Eighth ward check, 
Post-Dispatch reporters found 39 
canvassing errors out of 537 
names in Precinct 1; 28 out of 250 
in Precinct 2, and 48 out of 523 
in Precinct 4. 

The canvassing errors consist 
chiefly of failure to remove from 
the lists persons who have moved. 

Names of about 350 voters 
stricken in the original canvass 
have been restored to registration 
lists by the board, which will 
continue through tomorrow to re- 
ceive complaints on strike-offs., 
The board will remain open until 
9 o’clock tonight and from 9 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. tomorrow for this pur- 
pose. 

Yesterday, six persons marked 
“dead” by canvassers appeared 
very much alive before the board 
to have their names restored. 

Tomorrow is the last day in 
which registered voters who have 
changed their addresses since 
last July 12 can appear at the 
board to file change of address 
notices.

The group was smarting from 
a series of convention defeats, 
in which Virginia, Louisiana and 
South Carolina factions were 
seated despite their refusal to 
submit party loyalty pledges. The 
Harriman-Kefauver group had 
steered the convention into re- 
quiring the pledges, 

“We've gotten the double-cross 
of our lives,” Roosevelt told 
cheering sympathizers. “There’s 
a certain coalition working here 
and I don’t have to draw you a 
picture about it.” 

Similarly Humphrey said a 
“little minority of manipulators 
who try to make politics a pay- 
ing business” has moved in be- 
hind Stevenson to try to control 
him “for political gain.” He said 
he didn’t blame Stevenson, whom 
he said he regarded as a “lib- 
eral,” 

Humphrey declared his group 
still was fighting for a “liberal”

TRUMAN FLYING 
10 CONVENTION 
FOR TALK TONIGHT 


Flat Tire on Plane’s Nose 
Wheel Shortly Before 


Take-Off Causes Brief 
Flurry.

WASHINGTON, July 25 — 
President Truman took off at 
1:41 p.m. today in his plane, the 
Independence, for Chicago where 
he will make a triumphant entry | 
into the Democratic National 
Convention tonight. 

He was expected to make a 
fighting talk in introducing the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 
He will speak from notes. 

There was a flurry of excite- 
ment a half hour before-the take- 
off when the nose. wheel tire on 
the President’s plane went flat. 
The tire was quickly repaired. 

The President was accompanied 
by Mrs. Truman. He was to go 
to the Blackstone Hotel on arrival 
in Chicago. He will leave the 
hotel about 6 p.m. to attend a 
private dinner at the Saddle and 
Sirloin Club in the Stockyards 
Inn near the convention hall, re- 
maining there until time for his 
address to the delegates. 

Truman was said to be in high 
spirits, apparently buoyed by 
three things: 

1. Settlement of the steel 
strike, which had been a matter 
of deep’ concern to him for 
weeks. 

2. The fizzling out of Senator 
Estes Kefauver’s bid for the 
Presidential nomination (the 
President had been determined 
to stop the Tennessean). 

3. The almost certain selection 
of Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illi- 
nois as his heir-apparent. 


Discloses His Choice. 


The President finally gave “the 
word” Wednesday to his chief 
personal emissary in Chicago, In- 
terior Secretary Oscar L. Chap- 
man, to let it be known that his 
choice is Stevenson. This came 
as something of an anti-climax, 
since it was apparent by then that 
the bandwagon roll toward the 
popular Illinois Governor could 
scarcely be stopped anyway.

Southerners Yell Louder. 

Although the demonstrations 
were supposed to be limited to 
20 minutes for each candidate the 
faithful made up for the lack of 
time with noise and strange cos- 
tume effect. Thus for at least 20 
minutes out of each hour the 
pushing, screaming throngs took 
over the convention floor and 
whooped it up for the man of 
their choice. Southerners and 
Southwesterners can yell louder 
on the average than the Northern 
members of the party. 

A convention crowd {is like a 
chameleon.

Hennings Nominates Barkley. 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings 
Jr. of Missouri put the 74-year- 
old Barkley’s name in nomination 
just before midnight without con- 
sent of the “Veep” and despite 
the fact the Vice President had 
withdrawn formally from the 
race.

The reluctant Stevenson was 
put in nomination at 5:12 p.m, 

It was agreed that two gover- 
nors would nominate Stevenson, 
with no seconding speeches to be 
made. Chairman Sam Rayburn 
asked no demonstration until both 
speeches were finished. Gov. 
Henry F. Schricker of Indiana 
was given 12% minutes, and his 
speech was interrupted several 
times by applause. When Gov. 
Elbert N. Carvel of Delaware at- 
tempted his 1214-minute stint, the 
cheering was on, 


Schricker said of Stevenson: 
“His own humility, dignity, sanity 
and capacity for confident leader- 
ship have . .. excited the imagina- 
tion, caught the fancy, and fired 
_ hopes of the American peo- 
p e.”” 

Carvel boomed his speech out 
doggedly, against the competition 
of whistles, cheers and yells. The 
organist and the band held off un- 
til Carvel was finished at 5:46 
p.m., however, before launching 
into the Illinois loyalty song. 

Demonstration Begins. 

Stevenson’s name turned the 
floor into a combined parade 
ground, dance hall and cheering 
section. The uproar that his name 
precipitated was the most en- 
thusiastic and frenzied demonstra- 
tion seen at this convention. 

The man who said “no” so many 
times had a big proportion of 
those on the convention floor 
screaming “yes” for him. 

_It wasn’t long before the crowd 
was singing “I’m in Love With a 
Wonderful Guy” and the guy they 
were singing about was Adlai 
Stevenson. 

There was not much variety in 
the signs they held aloft but there 
was a forest of them and most of 
them said “America Needs Ste- 
venison.” The paraders beneath 
them not only shouted and sang 
but they danced and cavorted in 
high spirit. Govs. Shricker and 
Carvel stood beaming down from 
the podium and as the demonstra- 
tors went by they passed up state 
standards and the Governors 
would wave them on high. They 
included those of Indiana, Wash- 
ington, Illinois and Pennsylvania. 
A number of other state stand- 
ards were carried around the 
hall, armong them those of New 
Mexico, Missouri, New Hamp- 
shire, Montana, Massachusetts, 
Delaware, Rhode Island, Hawaii, 
New Jersey, Nebraska and the 
Virgin Islands. 

Somebody unfurled a 10-foot 
red oilcloth sign from the north 
balcony — “We're Madly for 
Adlai.”

If I were to be lim- 
ited to one word in describing my 
candidate, that word would be 
loyalty.” 

A bunch of delegates responded 
to this by jumping to their feet 
waving signs, emblazoned in blue 
and red, “Swing to Ewing.” The 
“win” part of each word was in 
blue, the rest in rea. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., his 
campaign manager, did the honors 
for Harriman. He said the Mu- 
tual Security Administrator had 
spent 20 years of “dedication, 
selfless dedication, to the welfare, 
the interests of his fellow citi- 
zens,” and recommended that the 
delegates put him up for four 
more years of public service. 

Darst Seconds Harriman. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst of St. 
Louis, in seconding Harriman, 
said: “No man in all history has 
had such broad experience in 
government and business admin- 
istration.”

Plan for Stevenson Appearance

He said he is trying to get Repub- 
lican Senators Herman Welker of 
Idaho or Robert C. Hendrickson 
of New Jersey to join him, point- 
ing out that, while one member 
of the committee is authorized to 
hold hearings, he prefers to have 
both a Democrat and a Republi- 
can on all such cases. 

Witnesses heard by the grand 
jury included the rival campaign 
managers; Jacob M. Lashly, St. 
Louis attorney who is chairman 
of the Symington-for-Senate com- 
mittee; Sidney Maestre, St. Louis 
banker serving as treasurer of the 
committee, and David A. Calhoun, 
another local banker who is a 
close friend of Symington. 

Then the jury recessed until 
Wednesday when it is expected to 
hear James E. Lynch, an in- 
vestigator sent to Missouri by 
the Senate committee, and John 
J. Dwyer, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee, who is a 
Symington supporter. 

In his charge to the new jury, 
Judge Moore emphasized that it 
is unJawful for any national bank 
or labor organization to make a 
contribution in a primary or gen- 
eral election of federal officials; 
there is a $5000-a-year limit on 
individual political contributions, 
and expenditures by a candidate 
for the United States Senate may 
not exceed $25,000. 

Judge Urges Follow-Up. 

“Your investigation of these 
(election) matters we feel is a 
continuing matter, and you should 
follow the matter up after the 
elections have taken place to see 
if there have been any violations,” 
he declared. 

Judge Moore urged that, if vio- 
lations are found, the responsi- 
ble higher-ups be prosecuted. 

“Too often it is only the lowly 
ballot-box stuffers who are prose- 
cuted, and those in higher posi- 
tion, those who give the orders 
and those who provide the illicit 
funds, those who corrupt and se- 
duce from the path of duty the 
lesser lights, escape and go scot 
free,” he stated. 

The investigation of Internal 
Revenue Bureau irregularities to 
which the last grand jury, de- 
voted most of its time is not con- 
cluded, Judge Moore added, as- 
serting that the question of per- 
jury may arise.

GHEF HAS 5 HIG 
POLICE ARRESTED 


Premier Maher’s Non- 
Party Cabinet Sworn 
In — He Confers With 
British Envoy. 


CAIRO, July 25 (AP)—A new 
Egyptian Government pledged to 
sweeping reforms began to gov- 
ern today under Premier Aly 
Maher and five high-ranking po- 
lice officials were arrested. 


The arrests were ordered by 
the new army commander in chief, 
Gen. Mohamed Naguib, whose 
military coup Wednesday put 
Maher back into office. Naguib 
said the police officers conspired 
“to arouse trouble and undermine 
public security.” 


Those arrested were Lt. Gen. 
Abiel Monsif Mahmoud, Under 
Secretary of Interior; Lt. Gen. 
Imam Ibrahim, chief of the secret 
police; Tewfik El Said and Mo- 
hammed El Gazzar, high secret 
police officials, and Lt. Gen. 
Wahid Shawki Bey, chief of the 
Coast Guard administration. 

The new non-party Cabinet was 
Sworn in yesterday in Alexandria 
where King Farouk is summering. 
_ it is Egypt's sixth Government 

since riots in Cairo last January 
touched off a series of govern- 
‘ment crises, .The Pfemier kept 
the key interior, foreign affairs 
and war portfolios for himself. 


Maher announced that six high- | 


ranking officials of Farouk’s 
household had resigned. They 
were the King’s private secretary, 
Antonio Pulli; Brig. Gen. Moham- 
med Helmi Hussein, the military 
aide; Group Capt. Hassan Akef, 
commander of the royal flights; 
Col. Youssef Rachad, in charge of 
the royal yachts; Mohammed Has- 
san, royal chamberlain, and Elias 
Andraous, counselor for the royal 
estates. 

Maher at his office in suburban 
Alexandria today received the 
British minister to Egypt, J. M. 
Creswell. Some other Cabinet 
ministers also attended the meet- 
ing. 

Britain’s ambassador, Sir Ralph 
Stevenson, interrupted a holiday 
in France today to hurry back to 
London for talks about the Egyp- 
tian situation. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation for the Briton’s meet- 
ing with Maher who, during a six- 
week tenure in office earlier this 
year, had opened talks with Stev- 
enson on Egypt’s demands that 
the British quit the Suez Canal 
zone and the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan. 

These negotiations were sus- 
pended when Maher resigned the 
premiership in March. 

Naguib clamped military cen- 
sorship on all local newspapers 
today. A communique said cer- 
tain papers had put false inter- 
pretations on the motives of the 
coup leaders. The communique 
added that censors would not 
forbid publication “of any true 
information whatsoever” and 
would “suppress only false news.” 


The Moscow radio described 
the military coup by Gen. Naguib 
as a step toward forcing Egypt 
into the proposed Middle East 
command of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization.

TIME BOMB MAKER 
HANGED FOR PART IN 
FATAL PLANE BLAST 


MONTREAL, July 25 (AP)—A 
crippled Quebec watchmaker, con- 


victed of fashioning the time bomb 
which brought death to 23 air- 
liner passengers and crew mem- 
bers in September 1949, was put 
to death early today on the gal- 
lows in Montreal’s Bordeaux jail. 

Generaux Ruest, 54 years old, 
helpless from the waist down but 
described as a “wizard with his 
hands,” was executed for “de- 
liberately helping” jeweler J. Al- 
bert Guay murder the latter’s 
wife by means of the explosion in 
flight. Ruest admitted making the 
bomb but said he thought it was 
for clearing stumps on Guay’s 
farm. 

. Guay was hanged Jan, 12, 1951, 
for master-minding the bombing 
plot. He concocted the scheme 
for love of a young waitress and 
to collect $10,000 insurance on 
his wife’s life. | 

The third person sentenced to 
death for participating in the 
bombing, Mrs. Arthur Pitre, 43, is 
scheduled to be hanged Oct. 17. 
Mrs. Pitre, Ruest’s sister, was con- 
victed of placing the bomb aboard 


the plane. 


SECRET SERVICE WON'T GUARD 
A NOMINEE UNTIL ELECTED 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
There isn’t going to be any Secret 
Service protection for the presi- 
dential nominees, officials said 
today.

Start of Balloting. 


Alabama started the balloting 
by casting 13 votes for Senator 
Russell, 8 for Kefauver, one-half 
for Gov. Stevenson and one-half 
for Vice President Alben Barkley. 
However, a delegate immediate- 
ly demanded a poll on the vote 
and the balloting was slowed right 
at its start. 

As the Alabama delegates called 
off their individual preferences, 
the mention of Kefauver drew 
the biggest response from the 
crowd, 

The recount for Alabama 
showed no change from the orig- 
inal announcement. 

Alaska’s six votes went to 
Kefauver, resulting in a great 
cheer from the crowd. 

Arizona gave its 12 votes all to 
Senator Robert S. Kerr of Okla- 
homa. 

Senator William Fulbright, fa- 
vorite son of Arkansas, got his 
state’s 22 votes. 


California for Kefauver. 


A big moment in the balloting 
came when California gave its 
large block of 68 votes to Kefau- 
ver. 

Colorado divided its votes 
while Connecticut gave its 16 to 
a favorite son, Senator Brien Mc- 
Mahon. 

Russell, the South’s champion, 
got 19 votes from Florida and 28 
from his own state of Georgia. 
Florida’s remaining five went to 
Kefauver. 

As in the Republican conven- 
tion, the crowd remained relative- 
ly quiet during the balloting. 
Illinois gave 53 of ts 60 votes 
to Stevenson. The count at this 
time of the leaders stood as fol- 
lows: Kefauver, 96, Russell, 69, 
and Stevenson, 634%. 


Unit Rule Vote Upset. 
Kansas, the first to vote under 
the unit rule, gave its block of 16 
to Stevenson. Indiana had given 
25 votes to Stevenson, one to Ke- 
fauver. 

On a recount of the Kansas 
delegation, Stevenson § received 
only 8 votes. Since he failed to 
obtain a majority, the chairman 
ruled the votes would be counted 
for individual candidates as called 
off by the delegttes. This left 
Stevenson with only one half of 
the votes he would have received 
under the unit rule. 

Kentucky, loyal to Barkley to 
the end, gave the Vice President 
the entire support of its delega- 
tion, representing 26 votes.

Stevenson supporters. won vic- 
tories last night and early today 
over the combined forces of Sen- 
ator Kefauver and Harriman, 

The Stevenson men were 
credited with keeping the delega- 
tions of Virginia, South Carolina 
and Louisiana in the convention, 
despite the three states’ refusal 
to sign party loyalty pledges. 

They kept the delegates in ses- 
sion for 13 hours and 43 minutes 
in an effort to reach a vote on a 
nominee, but they had to sur- 
render finally and allow adjourn- 
ment just before 2 a.m. because 
of what hadeall of the earmarks 
of a filibuster by the Kefauver- 
Harriman coalition.

PUERTO RICO BECOMES 
FREE COMMONWEALTH 


New Constitution Giving 
Island Authority Over Own 
Affairs Effective Today. 


SAN JUAN, July 25 (AP)— 
Puerto Rico joyfully assumed its 
new role as a self-governing “free 
commonwealth” associated with 
the United States today—exactly 
54 years after American troops 
landed-on the Caribbean island in 
the Spanish-American war. 

Flags of the new commonwealth 
fluttered out over. all the island’s 
public buildings, signaling the 


? 


adoption of the new constitution 
under which the 2,225,000 Puerto 
Ricans will administer their own 
affairs. 


Gov. Luis Munoz ffarin, who 
has been active in-pushing the 
new constitution since he became 


Puerto Rico’s first elected gov- 
ernor in 1948, hoisted the is- 


land’s red, white and blue banner 
over the capitol building here. 
Parades and celebrations were 
under way in all the island’s 
towns and cities. 


July 25 long has been a local 
holiday commemorating the 1898 
landing of the Americans who 
wrested the island from Spain's 
400-year-rule, From now on the 
legal holiday will be known as 
Constitution day. 

The new constitution — the 
latest advance in the United 
States step-by-step program of 
greater self-rule for the 100-mile- 
long island—was accepted in a 


referendum of the people, ap- 
proved by the American Congress 
and signed by President Truman. 


It leaves the way open for

the American union later if its 
people desire. 


The constitution abolished the 
power of the United States Con- 
gress to repeal laws passed by the 
island’s legislature and took away 
from the United States President 
the power to appoint such local 
officials as auditors and Supreme 
Court justices. 


The President, however, stil] 
can. order American troops to the 


The United States Government 
also will continue to administer 
Puerto Rico’s foreign affairs. 


Although Puerto Rico’s voters 
overwhelmingly approved the new 
constitution, a strong group of 
nationalists oppose it and demand 
complete independence instead.

JOHANNESBURG, South Africa, 
July 25 (AP)—South Africa’s po- 
lice have adopted a new course 
in handling the campaign by non- 
Europeans to crowd the union’s 
jails in defiance of Prime Min- 
ister Daniel F. Malan’s white su- 
premacy laws. The police are 
turning out the prisoners against 
their will.

With the 
fines paid, the protesters are 
forced to freedom.

TEHRAN, July 25 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh’s 
new national police chief warned 
Iranians last night that Commu-

Red aims. 

Speaking in a nation-wide ra- 
dio broadcast, Police Chief Kazam 
Sheibani indicated members of 
the outlawed Tudeh (Communist) 
party had infiltrated Nationalist 
organizations. 

“Hound out such elements from 
your ranks and try to know them 
and reveal their plans,” Sheibani 
urged the Nationalists. “You 
must know that such people os- 
tensibly but secretly prepare 
means. to put into effect their

The police chief’s broadcast was 
the strongest indication yet that 
Nationalist leaders are worried 
over the extent to which Com- 
munists have been successful in 
infiltrating Nationalist organiza- 
tions. 

Maj. Gen. Wayne Zimmerman, 
head of the United States Army 
mission in Iran, today ordered the 
closing of officers’ and non-com- 
missioned officers’ clubs as a pre- 
caution against further  anti- 
American demonstrations. 

The newly opened American 
club available to all United States 
citizens living in Tehran was also 
closed. 

(The State Department in 
Washington charged yesterday 
that Communists were respon- 
sible for anti-American demon- 
strations during the Tehran riot- 
ing.)

Automobile makers said today 
that, although the steel strike is 
over, the auto production lag 
and unemployment will get worse 
before it gets better. 

The 53-day strike made idle one 
of every two workers in the na- 
tion’s largest manufacturing in- 
dustry and more were laid off 
today. Because of the steel 
shortage, one of every nine cars 
and trucks scheduled to be pro- 
duced this year will not be made. 

Auto makers had hoped to 
turn out about 6,200,000 vehicles 
this year but the industry’s trade 


paper, Automotive News, said lost 
production now totals 250,000 
and will reach 700,000 “even if 
the steel mills should be re- 
opened immediately. 

Ward’s reports, industry statis- 
tical agency, today estimated that 
the steel tie-up cost car and truck 
makers nearly a billion dollars. 
Through this week, Ward’s said, 
188,000 cars and 60,000 trucks 
have been lost because of the 
strike. It predicted that, in the 
three wéeks or more it will take 
the industry to resume output, the 
cost of the strike will total 400,- 
000 cars and 120,000 trucks. 

Sales Have Lagged. 

Many new-car dealers had only 
a few cars on hand, but there 
was little talk of a buyers’ rush. 
Sales have been lagging and the 
waiting period for new car de- 
livery is seldom more than a 
month, usually less.

SEOUL, July 25 (AP)—French 
infantrymen today hurled back a 
500-man Chinese Communist drive 
on “T-Bone” hill in a bloody 
opening to the twenty-sixth month 
of the Korean war. 

French defenders of the west- 
ern front hill inflicted heavy 
losses during two hours of pre- 
dawn hand-to-hand combat. 

Three Red companies advanced 
at 2 a.m. against the hill west of 
Chorwon, an old Iron Triangle 
anchor city. 


Reds Caught in Crossfire. 

Artillery. bursts punctuated 
hand-to-hand fighting as the 500 
Communists got caught in cross- 
fire of French positions at the 
bottom end of “T-Bone.” A front- 
line Allied officer estimated 56 
Chinese were killed and 150 
wounded. The Red forces with- 
drew at 4 a.m. 

The French battalion is at- 
tached to the United States Sec- 
ond Infantry division, which has 
fought the Chinese since July 17 
for possession of nearby “Old 
Baldy Hill.” 

Earlier today the United States 
Eighth Army permitted identifi- 
cation of the Second Division as 
the unit assigned to hold the 
sgries of hills overlooking the 
main battle front. The United 
States Forty-fifth Division last 
month wrested the heights from 
the Communists in some of the 
heaviest fighting of the war this 
year. 

The Chinese regained the crest 
of Old Baldy Tuesday. 


U.N. Air Activity Reduced. 

Overcast skies reduced Allied 
air activity to fighter-bomber 
strikes on the front this morning. 

Ground action yesterday was 
light, except that Communist ar- 
tillery and mortar shelling tdtaled 
4193 rounds, almost double that of 
the previous day. 

Communist targets on the Hae- 
ju peninsula area immediately be- 
hind Red positions on the west- 
ern front were attacked by night- 
flying B-26s and Marine fighter 
bombers. The fighter-bombers 
flew in close support strikes for 
Allied infantrymen and the B-26s 
bombed supply and oil storage 
dumps at Chaeryong and near 
Sinchon, both near the west coast.

Despite a United Nations of- 


fer to return an additional 13,000 
captives to the Communists, 18 
off-the-record meetings since 
July 4 proved “completely fruit- 
less,” said Maj. Gen. William K. 
Harrison Jr. 

“We are no nearer a solution 
of the problem today than we 
were on July 4,” the chief Allied 
| delegate said. He added how- 
ever: 

“As long as we continue nego- 
tiations there is always hope. 
When the enemy proposed this 
morning that we go back into 
open sessions, I agreed heartily.” 


Daily Report to Be Made. 


Starting tomorrow proceedings 
will be made public daily as for- 
merly. 

The U.N. Command said it re- 
fused to back down on its deci- 
sion not to return forcibly any 
prisoner of war to the Com- 
munists. Only 83,000 of 170,000 
Allied-held P.O.W.s want to be 
repatriated, Harrison said. This 
is an increase of 13,000 over the 
figure submitted to the Reds 
earlier, before screening of 
P.O.W.s was completed, 

The Allies said the Communists 
insisted on the return of 116,000 
prisoners. These include 20,000 
Chinese captives of whom only 
6400 will return voluntarily. 

North Korean Gen. Nam Il, the 
senior Red negotiator, conceded 
the prisoner exchange issue had 
become not a matter of principle, 
but of “lists and numbers.” He 
urged the U.N. to present a fig- 
ure “approaching reality.” But 
the Allies said Nam never recon- 
ciled his statements and proposals 
with the Allied report that almost 
three-fourths of the Chinese in 
Allied prisoner camps would re- 
sist repatriation. 


Screening Offer Rejected. 


The Communist general on July 
6 submitted a vague proposal 
largely repeating an earlier Red 
suggestion—that all foreign pris- 
oners, Chinese and U.N., be ex- 
changed and that Koreans be dis- 
posed of in accordance with where 
they formerly lived.

WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP)— 
The Government today authorized 
machine tool builders to accept 
and deliver non-priority orders if 
it does not interfere with military 
production. 

The National. Production Au- 
thority said it took the action to 
keep the industry, hit by military 
cutbacks and order cancellations, 
in healthy condition for any fu- 
ture step-up in defense demands. 
Nearly 200 companies, mostly 
small, of the 300 firms in the in- 
“dustry, are working below capac- 
ity and having difficulty in keep- 
ing their skilled labor, NPA said. 

“Under restrictions in force 
since last November, the industry 
has been barred from accepting 
non-priority work, in order to 
concentrate its capacity on de- 
fense orders. 


80-YEAR-TO-LIFE SENTENCE 
OF GIRL’S MURDERER UPHELD 


DENVER, July 25 (AP)—The 
Colorado Supreme Court has up- 
held the 80-year-to-life sentence 
of Joe Sam Walker for the killing 
of a University of Colorado wom- 
an student. — 

Walker was sentenced in June 
1949 after he was convicted of 
the second-degree murder of 
Theresa Foster, 18 years old. The 
Supreme Court vote, announced 
yesterday, was 6-1. 

The body of the Greeley 
(Colo.) freshman was found un- 
der a bridge south of Boulder on 
Nov. 11, 1948, two days after she 
had disappeared. Walker ad- 
mitted he had disposed of the 
body, but insisted a “stocky, 
blond man” had killed her.

CAA said it was ordered bacause 
of “company violations of civil 
air regulations relating to such 
aircraft.” 

It said Alaska resumed Sky- 
master operations on June 9 after 
a nine- day voluntary suspension 
because of a “high rate” of 
engine failures. It added that 
despite d@verhauled engines, - re- 
vised operating procedures and 
satisfactory test flights, there 
have been three additional fail- 
ures since service was resumed.

He told 
them something had to be done to 
avoid a break, and he read the 
compromise proposal that had 
been drafted. 

One man who sat in on these 
meetings said Murphy indicated 
his belief the compromise was ac- 
ceptable. But at that time Tru- 
man was resting and it could not 
be taken up with him. 

A short time later, this source 


said, a telephone call came fron. 
the White House saying Truman 
had been advised of what was 
being done—and the signal was 
given to go ahead with the com- 
promise effort. 

Shortly after Hill’s talk with 
Murphy, the story goes, a call 
came from the White House to 
Arvey at the convention hall.

Secret Conference.

The fourth day and an early part of the fifth 
at the Democratic national convention had many 
of the dramatic, at times turbulent, appearances 
of the day just two weeks earlier on which 
Senator Dirksen set the Republican convention 
into an uproar with his taunt to Gev. Dewey. 


Behind these similar appearances were simi- 
lar motives. In each instance the motivation 
was to try to halt a seemingly impending nomi- 
nation. 

At the G.O.P. convention it was the forces 
for Senator Taft which sought to block the 
nomination of Gen. Eisenhower. At the Demo- 
cratic convention it became a loose “coalition” 
of the Kefauver-Harriman-Kerr-Humphrey-Wil- 
liams forces seeking to prevent the nomination 
of Gov.-Stevenson. Both times desperation was 
evident in the tactics of obstruction. 

Mixed into the blocking efforts was the com- 
plicating factor of the status of certain Southern 
delegations, notably those of South Carolina, 
Virginia and Lguisiana. The “coalition” picked 
up the controversy over voting rights of these 
delegations and used it to further its purposes. 


Thus the Kefauver-Harriman congeries moved 
repeatedly to adjourn, demanded roll calls, asked 
that delegations be polled, all to postpone voting 
on the names in nomination. They wanted 
time to work things out, at least to talk things 
over.

Finally there was a dramatic colloquy, along - 


with a flash fire of newspapers, on the floor 
between Gov. Byrnes, head of the South Caro- 
lina delegation not yet seated, and an Ohio 
delegate. The latter wanted to know what the 
South Carolinians had done to satisfy the con- 
vention’s “loyalty” rule. 

This was the new rule through which younger 
Democrats in Congress, particularly Senators 
Moody of Michigan and Humphrey of Minnesota 
and Congressman Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. of 
New York, sought to guarantee that the nomi- 
nees of the party’s 1952 national convention 
would appear on the ballot in all states, 

Oddly it was these younger Northern Demo- 
cratic opponents of the filibuster who were in 
fact filibustering themselves, through resort to 
technicalities. 

What besides a desire to save the nomination 
for Senator Kefauver or Averell Harriman, if 
possible, might have motivated the Humphreys 
and Roosevelts (for James R. was in the blocking 
operation, too)? 

Clearly there is an element of every man for 
himself in November. Senator Moody, who is 
in a hot race for election, is after every last 
vote he can get from labor and minority groups 
in Detroit and elsewhere in Michigan. He wants 
that maximum of Moody ballots even if it costs 
the party votes in the South. 

This is the attitude also of other Northern 
Democrats who joined him in forcing the party 
loyalty issue. This entire group also believes, 
so it appears, that the Democrats stand to gain 
more in the rest of the country than they could 
lose in the South.

As the Post-Dispatch pointed out after the 
first “loyalty” explosion in the Credentials Com- 
mittee, a national convention is within its rights 
in taking steps to guarantee that its nominees or 
their electors will. appear on the ballot in each 
state. But by the early hours on Friday this 
was no longer an issue since Senator Long of 
Louisiana, Gov. Battle of Virginia and Gov. 
Byrnes all had assured the convention in one 
way or another that the party choices would be 
on the ballots in their states. Gov. Byrnes used 
more weasel words than the others but he too 
was clearly in retreat. 

Yet South Carolina’s right ‘to vote on nomina- 
tions provided the best of excuses for delaying 
a convention vote on nominations. In that delay 
was the hope of the “coalition,” whose members 
patently saw themselves slipping. 


It was a fascinating night in party convention 
history and those who were able to follow the 
developments on television watched a display of 
political forces in closely interrelated action. 


Permanent Chairman Sam Rayburn, with the 
unfailing assistance of the parliamentarian, Con- 
gressman Clarence Cannon of Missouri, presid- 
ed over this contest of forces with remarkable 
good humor and complete fairness—Gov. Wil- 
liams of Michigan to the contrary notwith- 
standing.

Still a Highway Tax Spread 

Missouri’s new motor vehicle taxes have nar- 
rowed the spread between what automobiles and 
trucks contribute to the support of the highway 
system, but have by no means abolished it. 

A survey recently conducted by the Citizens 
Tax League of New York shows that in spite of 
the recent rise in truck registration fees, Mis- 
souri automobile owners still pay two and a 
half times as much for the use of highways as 
the owners of the heaviest trailer-trucks. 

According to this survey, the owner of a 
3450-pound automobile—about the size of a 
Plymouth—is taxed at the rate of 26.7 cents 
per 100 ton-miles of road use, whereas the 
owner of a 60,000-pound trailer-truck pays 10.5 
cents per 100 ton-miles. 

In Illinois, the spread is even greater. Tax 
League figures show that the light car owner 
pays 29.74 cents in road use and property taxes 
while the heaviest truck pays 11.32 cents. 

Plainly most other states have a long way to 
go before achieving equity in highway taxation.

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Mossadech Comes Back 


Mossadegh is back again in Teheran. Last 
week he resigned as premier when the Shah 


balked. at giving him dictatorial powers and, 


instead, appointed Ahmed Qavam, an old-line 
politician, to head the government. This pro- 
voked mass demonstrations. Attempts to put 
these down by force were bloody failures. 
Qavam is in flight. His home has been burned; 
his property may be confiscated. His top mili- 
tary supporters and even the Shdh’s younger 
brother may be tried and executed. And Shah 
and parliament have called back Mossadegh to 
more power than he ever had beforg. 

In a way, this maybe called a triumph of 
“the will of the people.” . There is ‘ho doubt 
that, despite election irregularities, Mossadegh 
does have a measure of popular support. But 
a functioning democracy also demands ability 
and responsibility. 

Mossadegh’s failure to get the seized il 
properties into operation is an old story. De- 
spite dissipation of unrecoverable government 
resources, Iran finished its last fiscal year with 
a staggering deficit. Now the in-again, out-again 


premier proposes’ such fiscal. measures as the | 


sale of the crown jewels, the suspension of ail 


pensions, new taxes and the printing of more 


paper money. He also talks of getting the help 
of Dr. Schacht, Hitler’s money magician. 

It is difficult to see much hope in these im- 
provisations. But Iram needs economic stability 
as. the basis for orderly government. Its chief 
hope lies in its oil, yet nothing can be realized 
from this source without orderly business 
methods. The lesson is plain enough: The old, 
feudal exploiting class is at the end of its rope; 
but popular nationalism without discipline and 
intelligence is not an adequate substitute.

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End of the Steel Strike - 


With the settlement of the steel strike appar- 
ently at hand, a great menacing cloud has been 
lifted. It was a national tragedy that the steel 
mills had to be idle for 53 days, longer than in 
any other strike, before an agreement could be 
reached. The costs have “been heavy and they 
are not yet all recorded. 

When President Truman called the leaders of 
the industry and the union to the White House 
for one more effort at settlement, he could make 
the most solemn appeal of the many he has ad- 
dressed to them. Secretary of Defense Lovett 
had publicly described the dangerous state to 
which the strike has reduced the defense pro- 
gram. 

Mr. Lovett truthfully described as “a shame- 
ful thing” the fact that during this month the 
nation is producing less recoilless ammunition 
than the armed forces are firing in Korea. He 
was rightly alarmed over the parts shortage 
which has endangered production of jet combat 
planes, over the spreading shutdowns in many 
arms plants, over the stoppage in production of 
tanks in order to channel steel into shooting 
weapons. 

The cumulative pressure of this situation was 
bound to persuade Mr. Fairless and Mr. Murray 
very soon to compose the last of their differ- 
ences. 3 

Authoritative reports of the terms of the set- 
tlement indicate that it was Mr. Murray who 
gave in on the last remaining dispute over the 
modified union shop. The Government had pre- 
viously compromised its own position on prices, 
and the industry had yielded on wages and on 
the union security issue. 

Mr. Murray’s concession just at this time 
enabled the President to go before the Demo- 
cratic convention with the steel strike off his 
shoulders. In the timing of the settlement 
there may well have been political motives. For 
the nation, the important thing is that the set- 
tlement has come at last. 

Like any other long and bitter labor dispute, 
this one showed that the best remedy for such 
paralyzing tie-ups is to prevent disagreements 
from reaching the stage of open warfare. 


That is first of all a task for the responsible 
Jeaders of industry and of labor, whose social 
obligation it is to arrange orderly labor-manage- 
ment relations on such a basis that differences 
can be adjusted without crippling the national 
economy. 

Since the Government is inevitably a party to 
such a national dispute, the Government also 
has an obligation, particularly in times of peril 
like the present, fo sustain the public interest. 
That is why the Post-Dispatch believes, as we 
have said before, that the nation needs standby 
seizure legislation, bearing with equal weight 
upon labor and management, which will permit 
the Government, if collective bargaining fails, 
to maintain essential production while differ- 
ences are being thrashed out. 

Tragic as this strike has been, it has also dem- 
onstrated, in an unwelcome but nevertheless im- 
pressive way, the enormous industrial strength 


of this nation. What other country could have 


absorbed a 53-day steel strike without even more 
disastrous effects? Now the task is to fire up the 
furnaces without further delay, and to pour out 
the tons of metal needed to regain lost ground.

A Metropolitan Problem 

If busses stopped at the city limits and pas- 
sengers got out and walked, St. Louis county 
authorities might not have much interest in the 
transit problem. City officials have wrongly 
ascribed to them just such a foolish Jack of. 
interest. 

Mayor Darst himself was first to do this. 
After first proposing a metropolitan transit au- 
thority, representing both city and county, the 
Mayor suddenly tacked to some invisible wind 
and began talking of purely city transit owner- 
ship. And then the chairman of his special tran- 
sit committee, Samuel H. Liberman, said “there 
seems to be a lack of official interest in the 
county.” 

The simplest way to find out whether the 
county was interested was, of course, to ask the 
county officers. This the Post-Dispatch did. And 
while county officials differ as to the advisabili- 
ty of a public transit authority, they generally 
agree that if it comes it should be a truly metro- 
politan authority. 

County Supervisor Matthews simply said, “I 
don’t see~how the county can do anything but 


- go along with a metropolitan authority. The 


city-county line is imaginary as far as transpor- 
tation is concerned.” 

This is as plain a statement of county interest 
as anyohe could make. Two months ago we said 
that “in the end the Mayor’s new committee 
cannot avoid the question of area-wide transpor- 
tation.”

President Truman did the humane and the 
courageous thing in commuting the death sen- 
tence of Oscar Collazo, one of the two men who 
sought to assassinate him in front of Blair House 
on the afternoon of Nov. 1, 1950. 


There was no question whatsoever about the 
legality of the sentence passed on the Puerto 
Rican revolutionary. 

Yet Mr. Truman showed mercy to the man 
who was to have died in the electric chair on 
Aug. 1. The essential motive of this clemency 
is in the President’s own heart. Perhaps he did 
not want on his conscience the death of a fellow 
human being when it was in his power to avert 
that death. Perhaps it was the feeling which he 
expressed immediately after the assassination 
that the risk of violent death is one ‘which a 
President must assume. Perhaps it was a regard 

-for the impersonal, political nature of the crime, 
the knowledge that Collazo was a philosophical 
rebel rather than a man of violence, a man who 
had never before touched firearms but who was 
ready to do this abhorrent deed in the purported 
cause of his people’s freedom and progress. 


Yet the President must have known the risk 
of seeming to condone political murder, the risk 
for him and his successors. Thus mercy and no- 
bility had to be buttressed by courage. Mr. Tru- 
man’s clemency was a personal demonstration of 
the proposition that we Americans are not vin- 
dictive. He showed preference not for the law 
of an eye for an eye, but for the urgings of

A new question is disturbing American 
policy makers. Why is the Kremlin em- 
barking on a new propaganda drive, wilder 
and more virulent than ever attempted 
before, designed to lash the Russian people 
into a fury of hatred against America? 

This is a conservative statement of the 
taste and temper Of the current Soviet 
psychological campaign. 

No certain answer can vet be given to 
why Moscow is acting to condition its 
whole population to a new level of fear 
and revulsion _ to- 
ward the United 
States. . 

America’s Ambas- 
sador to Russia, 
George F. Kennan— 
one of the two men 
in our foreign serv- 
ice who know most 
about the Soviet Un- 
ion—had not been in 
Moscow more than a 
few days before he 
realized that this was 
no ordinary Commu- 
nist propaganda 
drive. It was too vio- 
lent and sustained. 

A variety of deduc- 
tions are possible, and they make interest- 
ing speculation. But the only safe deduc- 
tion is that this campaign of poison is up 
to no good, and the only wise premise in 
dealing with Communism is to be prepared 
to deal with the worst. 

Right now the Kremlin is doing its worst 
to cause the Russian people to ‘fear and 
to distrust, to hate and to detest the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

In order that we may not be surprised by 
any reaction of the Russian people it is 
important to look ¢rankly at what the So- 
viet dictatorship, through the controlled 
radio, the controlled newspapers, and the 
controlled magazines, is pouring into the 
thoughts and emotions of its subjects. 
Here are enough of the facts to show 
what is going on: 

1. The Russian. people are being told 
that American children are being trained 
to be “hangmen, bloodthirsty maniacs ca- 
pable of burying people alive.” 

2. They are being fed the story that 
American soldiers are ‘cutting the throats 
of Korean children” and that “United 
States cannibals” are torturing Korean 
prisoners with red-hot irons.

3. Newspapers and radio are reporting 
that “the American monsters have physi- 
cally mutilated 50,000 healthy youths in 
Puerto Rico,” 

4. Pravda constantly calls Americans 
the “Koje butchers,” “louse knights,” 
“plague generals,” and “bloody torchbear- 
ers of a new carnage.” 

“We have learned,” says Moscow's offi- 
cial party newspaper, “that ‘civilized’ 
Americans can yet be more inhuman, yet 
more infamous than the bloody Hitlerites. 
Dachau was a death camp. Maidanek was a 
death factory. Koje is a whole island of 
death operated by the American hang- 
men.” 

5. In their new campaign the Soviet 
propagandists have abandoned the more 
impersonal epithet of “Wall Street impe- 
rialist” and “capitalist warmonger” and 
attribute all evil to Americans generally. 


6. All this new venom is directed pri- 
marily at the Russian people and is used 
only incidentally and sparingly on Mos- 
cow broadcasts to the rest of the world, 
indicating that the Kremlin’s main con- 
cern in the present drive is to condition 
Russian domestic opinion. 

Any one of a number of purposes might 
be served by what the Communists are up 
to. 

They could be “educating” the Russian 
people about the terrible dangers which 
surround them from the free world so that 
the population will bear hardships and ter- 
ror and deprivations natural to dictator- 
ship. 

Moscow could be foreseeing such serious 
shortcomings in fulfilling its own prom- 
ises to the Russian people that it has to 
build up fear of the outside world. 

The Kremlin could be preparing domes- 
tic opinion against further successes on 
the part of the North Atlantic Alliance, 
such as the Schuman Plan, the ratification 
of the peace contracts with Western Ger- 
many, and the formation of the six-nation 
European defense community, with Western 
Germany joining in the common security. 


Finally, particularly because of the ve- 
hemence and viciousness of the propa- 
ganda itself, it cannot be ruled out that 
the Politburo is steeling Russian opinion 
for another _aggression, this time with 
Soviet participation. 

No wonder this propaganda has Ameri- 
can policy makers worried and uncertain. 
The need is for the most alert watching, 
mentally as well as militarily. 


On the Track of Lobbyists 


From the New Republic 


Publisher Palmer Hoyt of the Denver 
Post believes shining a strong steady light 
all over a room beats turning an occasional 
flashlight into the dark corners. So for 
the first time a major daily newspaper as- 
signed an able reporter exclusively to 
“cover” the activities of the lobbyists 
swarming around a state legislature, that 
of Colorado. 

The coverage was not sensational, not 
punitive, not muckraking, but coldly fac- 
tual, just like covering the legislature it- 
self. The Colorado public, however, now 
has a new and much wider idea of the 
forces that make its laws. 

It worked out so well that Hoyt is mak- 
ing this type of coverage permanent, as he 
is conscious of the way Montana is domi- 
nated by two great corporations (he calls 
it “the last stronghold of intellectual feu- 
dalism”) and of the abuse of Colorado's 
state lands by stockmen lessees. The lob- 
byists didn’t like it at first, until they 
found the Post was interested in report- 
ing their legitimate activities and their 
large role in law-making. 

Within a few weeks after the beginning 
of the Post reports, entitled, “The Third 
House,” public opinion forced a tightening- 

rules about the regis- 
obbyists. 

A determined drive, backed by lots of 
money and Republican prestige, was 
staged to get the legislature to approve 
the so-called “millionaires’ amendment”

calling for a national constitutional amend- 
ment to cut federal inheritance, income 
and gift taxes to a limit of 25 per cent. In 
several states this resolution has slipped 
through unnoticed. In Colorado, the House 
passed it, but under the “Third House” 
spotlight, the Senate defeated it 20 to 12. 

The oil industry succeeded in defeating 
a proposal for a severance tax on oil pro- 
duction, but so much interest and indigna- 
tion was aroused by the Post report of its 
lobbying that popular petitions probably 
will place a proposal for such a tax on 
the ballot.

JEHOVAH BLUES by Marguerite Steen. (Doubleday 

& Co., 282 pgs., $3.50.) 

This novel completes the trilogy of the 
Floods which Miss Steen began with Matt

The reader feels Miss Steen’s indigna- 
tion when Aldebaran says, ““The very words 
‘color problem’ are only a synonym for 
fear. What makes the difference, if a per- 
son’s white or black? He’s got the same 
need, hasn’t he, to make a living, and put 
food in his mouth, and the mouths of his 
family? Then why do people have to be 
classified as ‘whites’ and ‘blacks’? Why 
can’t they just be ‘people,’ with equal 
rights: not to be granted favors or made 
to endure penalties on account of an an- 
cident of pigmentation? I’m just a trading 
Flood, when it comes down to fundamen- 
tals—it's not a ‘color problem’ but how to 
make more trade so there’s employment 
for everybody regardless of color: and the 
same money for the same job, and the 
same chance of getting the job, and of 
holding it down.” 

There’s a sweeping, undaunted enthusi- 
asm to this novel.

‘ Needed to Run’ Farm Sug- 
gested for Trial.

COLUMBIA, ‘Mona point sys- 


tem to guide local selective serv- 
ice boards in granting deferments 
to men engaged in agriculture has 
been recommended for trial bye 
the Missouri Agricultural Mobil- 
ization Committee. 

The point system will be gov- 
erned by the number of acres un- 
der cultivation, the number of 
livestock and poultry maintained, 
how much of the crops, livestock 
and poultry is marketed, and the 
number of workers over 12 and 
tinder 75 employed on the farm. 


The committee estimates that it 
takes 14 worgking hours annually 
to produce an acre of corn, 115 
hours to maintain a dairy cow 
and similar lengths of time for 
other phases of agriculture. By 
adding the total hours required 
to run the farm and dividing by 
2600—the number of hours a year 
that a 50-hour-week provides—it 
will be possible to determine the 
number of workers needed to 
maintain production on the farm. 
When the number of workers 
needed is determined, draft 
boards may more easily judge jus- 
tifiable deferments. 


Col. Victor E. Tatum, deputy 
director of the Missouri Selective 
Service System, attended the 
. meeting of the committee, which 
represents all farm organizations 
and federal agencies with offices 
in the state, and said that the 
new plan will go into effect when 
neecssary forms and instruction 
can be provided local boards. 

In the past, local boards have 
acted upon deferments of farm 
workers with no system of evalu- 
ation.

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MATHIAS SETS RECORD PACE TO LEAD OLYMPIC DECATHLON - 


ASHENFELTER 
FIRST FROM 


U.S. 10 WIN 
STEEPLECHASE 


HELSINKI, July 25 (AP)—De- 
fending champion Bob Mathias 
led the United States entry in a 
one-two-three performance 


through the first half of the 
Olympic decathlon; Horace Ash- 
enfelter ran the fastest 3000 me- 
ter steeplechase in all track his- 
tory and in all, American track 
and field stars had another great 
day in the 1952 Olympics. 


Mathias piled up 4367 points 
in the first five events of the 
all-around competition, which will 
be concluded tomorrow. Right be- 
hind him came Schoolboy Milton 
Campbell of Plainfield, N. J., with 
4111 and floyd Simmons of Los 
Angeles with 3924. 


At that rate, any one of them 
could beat the world record of 
7825 points which Mathias set in 
winning the American tryouts. 

Ashenfelter’s time was 8:45.8, 
breaking the Olympic record. 
This was the fastest time this 
. event ever has been run in track 
history. There is no official 
world record for the steeplechase 
because courses vary. 

It was the first time an Ameri- 
can has won the _ steepjechase 
since the modern Olympics began. 

Viadimir Kazantsev of Russia 
was second and John Disley of 
Great Britain was third. 

Ashenfelter won when he suc- 
cessfully negotiated the water 
jump about 150 meters from the 
finish and Kasantsev faltered 
there. It had been a shoulder-to- 
shoulder duel all the way but 
the Russian forged ahead a yard 
on the backstretch of the last 
lap. 

Marjorie Jackson of Australia 
set a world record of 23.4 seconds 
in winning her second heat in the 
women’s 200-meter dash. She had 
tied the record set by Stella Walsh 
in 1935 by running the first heat 
in 23.6. Catherine Hardy of Fort 
Valley (Ga.) State College was 
second in 24.8. 

Ivan Undodov of Russia lifted 
315 kilos to set an Olympic ban- 
tamweight record in winning the 
event. 

The crowd of 70,000¢eregarded 
Ashenfelter’s victory the biggest 
upset of the _ record-shattering 
meet. 

The old Olympic steeplechase 
record was nine minutes, 3.8 sec- 
onds, set by Volmari Iso-Hollo of 
Finland in 1936. 

Ashenfelter lowered this rec- 
ord to 8:51 in winning his quali- 
fying heat last Wednesday. Ka- 
zantsev also betered the old Olym- 
pic record in the trials. 

The best listed non-Olympic 
record is 8:49.8, made by Kazant- 
sev in Moscow in 1951. 

Kazantsev was timed in 8:51.6 
in finishing second today and 
Disley ran it in 8:51.8. 

This was the twelfth gold medal 
the American track and field 
team has won in these games. 

Ashenfelter, a consistent win- 
ner in longer rages in the United 
States, never before had shown 
anything that would rank him 
with the great Europeans. 

Olavi Rinteenpaeae of Finland 
finished fourth, Curt Soderberg 
of Sweden fifth and Guenther 
Hesselmann of Germany sixth. 

This was thé twenty-first Olym- 
pic record broken in six days of 
track and field competition. Four 
accepted world records also have 
been broken and. one tied. 

Earlier today Marjorie Jackson 
of Australia equaled the listed 
world record for the 200-meter 
dash by winning her trial heat 
in 23.6 seconds, tying the mark 
set by Stella Walsh in 1935. This 
,also set a new Olympic record. 

Ashenfelter ran the last 400 
meters—equivalent to a quarter 
mile — in 686 seconds, which 
would be fast for the finish of a 
long distance run on the flat 
without any hurdles or jumps. 

Jamaicans 1-2 in ‘400.” 

George Rhoden of Jamaica and 
Morgan State College (Baltimore, 
Md.) won the 400-meter dash. 
- Herb McKenley, another Jamai- 
can, came up fast to take second. 

Rhoden and McKenley both 
were timed in 45.9, breaking the 
Olympic record set by William 
Carr of the United States in 1932 
and tied by Arthur Wint of Ja- 
maica in 1948. 

The field behind Rhoden and 
‘McKenley was so closely bunched 
that the judges called for an of- 
ficial photo to decide the other 
places. 

Ollie Matson, big All-America 
halfback from the University of 
San Francisco, was awarded third 
place in 46.8 seconds. Karl Fried- 
rich Haas of Germany was fourth 
in 47 flat. Wint was fifth in the 
same time and the two-time 800 
meters champion, Mal Whitfield 
of Columbus, O., was sixth and 
Jast iry 47.1, 

Whitfield, suffering from a 
cold, used an inhalor in an effort 
to clear his nose just before the 
‘race. He found the pace.too torrid 
and never was in contention. 

Trailing after the 100-meter 
dash and the broad jump were 
completed this morning, Mathias 
got off a throw of 15.30 meters 
(50 feet, 2.37 inches) with the 16- 
pound shot to gain the lead. 

Mathias’s shot put was by far 
the best made by any of the 28 
contestants. It gave him 914 points 
for this event and a total of 2639. 
Campbell had 2500 points for 
three events and Simmons 2229 

Campbell, who lead after the 
two morning events with 1735 
points to 1725 for Mathias, got off 
the second-best shot put, 45 feet 
6.84 inches. Simmons had the 
third-best, 43 feet 2.91 inches,

At,” “Yesterdays,” and ‘Smoke Gets in Your Eyes,” handled 
by Howard and Kathryn in perceptive fashion. “I Won't 
Dance,” added for the last film version, is used again for an 
exuberant display of dance style by the Champions, Miss 
Miller, who has something in her dancing that seems to baffle 
the censors, is unleashed in a torrid night club number, “I'll 
Be Hard to Handle.” 

Skelton plays a more or less straight role of a shy, bum- 
bling fellow who inherits the other half of Roberta’s, with 
some nice half-comic, half-pathetic touches, and does his 
hilarious broad burlesque of an Irish tenor.

As to the “Francis” series of comedies, I now have the 
attitude of the milkman; who when told by an excited passer- 
by that his horse had been talking, yawned and said: “Has 
he been telling you that old lie about winning the Kentucky 
Derby again?” In “FRANCIS GOES TO 
WEST POINT” at the FOX, I for one can no

The Chicken Festival which 
was held in Pocomoke City this 
year, gave us an opportunity to 
see one of the large processing 
plants at which the chickens are 
killed (by humane method), picked 
and cleaned by the use of 
machinery as well as by labor. 
They are frozen at once. About 
half are packed by the part since 
the preference for this type of 
packaging is increasing steadily. 

Interest centered, of course, on 
the chicken ‘cooking contest by 
women from many states. Some 
107 competed at the battery of 
gas and electric stoves set up 
in the Pocomoke Armory. The 
judges made their tests as soon 
as the dishes were ready, and 
it was amazing to find such a 
variety of methods of prepara- 
tion. Naturally, fried chicken 
predominated. The first prize 
for Roast Chicken Delmarva -was 
carried off by Mrs. Ernest Schultz 
of Bordentown, N. J. One of the 
most interesting recipes was pre- 
sented by Mrs. E. R. Maxwell, 
who came all the way from Osage 
Beach, Mo., to prepare Chicken 
Fingers. 

ROAST CHICKEN DELMARVA 
First Prize by Mrs. Ernest Schultz, 

Bordentown, N.J. 

Young chicken three to four 
pounds, ready-to-cook weight. 
Lemon. One-fourth cup pork 
sausage. One-fourth cup butter or 
margarine. Three 
chopped onion. One-half teaspoon 
paprika. Three-fourths teaspoon 
salt. One-fourth cup chopped 
celery, One-fourth cup chopped 
parsley. Four cups bread crumbs. 
Milk. One tablespoon chicken or 
sausage fat. Celery leaves. Rose- 
mary, fresh or dried. Cream. 

Rub skin of chicken with cut 
lemon. Set aside to season. Pre- 
pare dressing: Cook sausage over 
low heat’ until golden’ brown, 
breaking it into small pieces as it 
cooks. Add butter or margarine 
and two tablespoons of the onion. 
Continue cooking until onion is 
softened but not browned. Re- 
move pan from heat, and add 
paprika, salt, celery, parsley, and 
bread cryumbs.- Add enough milk 
to give desired moistness. Stuff 
the body and neck cavities lightly, 
then truss. Rub skin with the 
chicken or sausage fat, then 
sprinkle with the celery leaves, 
crushed rosemary, and remaining 
onion. Wrap loosely in aluminum 
foil, Place on rack in open, shal- 
low pan. Roast in slow oven 
(325 F) one hour. Open foil and 
pull it away to expose chicken so 
it can brown. Brush with some of 
the cream. Continue roasting, 
basting with remaining cream un- 
til nicely brown and tender, one- 
half to one hour longer. To test, 
move leg up and down. Joints 
should move easily or break. In 
serving, garnish with baked 
halves of oranges, and with water 
cress or parsley. 

‘ CHICKEN FINGERS 
By Mrs. E. R. Maxwell, Osage 
Beach, Mo. 

Wash and clean a fowl. Cut in- 
to serving pieces and place in a 
pressure saucepan with one-half 
cup water and one teaspoon salt. 
Cook at 15 pounds pressure, al- 
lowing seven minutes a pound. 
Reduce pressure, cool chicken 
and cut meat from bones. Re- 
move gristle and undesirable 
skin. Chill meat. Cut into pieces 
about one and one-half inches 
long (do not shred too fine). Salt 
thoroughly. Melt one tablespoon 
margarine in saucepan and blend 
in one tablespoon flour. Slowly 
add two-thirds can undiluted 
cream of chicken soup and one- 
third can undiluted cream of 
mushroom soup. Prepare and roll 
out pie crust according to direc- 
tions on a package of mix, in 
shape of a large square. Cut into 
four-inch squares with a knife. 
Lay flaked chicken on squares, 
and place a heaping tablespoon 
of cream soup mixture on chic- 
ken. Moisten the edges on three 
sides with water. Fold dry edge 
over chicken first, then the moist 
side, and be sure to seal that 
edge well. With a fork seal both 
ends. Put in deep fat at 350 F. for 
about five minutes or until gold- 
en brown. Drain and serve hot.

My Day

TOLD you I would write you 
E little more about my Monday 

visit to Blythesdale Hospital in 
Westchester county, N. Y., which 
is under the direction of Dr. David 
Gurewitsch, and to the rehabili- 
tation center in New York City, 
which Dr. Howard Rusk heads. 

Blythesdale is for children only. 
It takes handicapped youngsters 
of every kind, including cases of 
cerebral palsy, polio, and hip and 
bone diseases. These children do 
not get the normal hospital care 
alone. They also get rehabilita- 
tion in all its forms. It is the 
only place I know of where such 
an effort is made to co-ordinate 
everything a child does toward 
its eventual improvement to the 
maximum degree. Every game 
devised by the recreation direc- 
tor is designed to improve the 
child’s ability to use muscles or 
nerves that should be exercised. 

* * 

FOR INSTANCE, I watched a 
most ingenious game of ball in 
which the children sat in wheel- 
chairs or stood on crutches and 
the director went right around 
the circle, bouncing the ball be- 
tween two pennies placed on the 


floor and having it reach the hands — 


of the child who was to throw 
it next. That child would then 
bounce it between the two pennies 
back to the director. On every 
round the children improved both 
in catching and in throwing. 

I also watched a little boy on 
crutches playing football or, at 
least, kick ball, though one foot 
was hooked up from the back so 
he could not use it all. Never- 
theless, he kicked the ball with 
his other foot, and he was very 
quick in getting around the room. 

The occupational therapy peo- 
ple, of course, direct their work 
to the physical improvement of 
the children while the social wel- 
fare agent, working with parents 
as well as with children, co-oper- 
ates with the rest of the staff as 
well as with the doctors, surgeons 
and nurses.

SEVERAL MEMBERS of the 
board were there Monday, and 
the president, Mrs. James S. Lin- 
burn, told me how happy they 
were to have Dr. Gurewitsch. He 
has the imagination and the de- 
sire to treat the child as a whole, 
iot to think only of the disabled 
portion of his body, but to think ~ 
of him as a whole human being, 
who had to be able to live as 
nearly a normal life as possible 
and to be prepared to earn his 
own living and to be a useful 
member of society. 

Under Dr. Gurewitsch’s direc- 
tion I am sure new things will 
be tried, and it is always in trying 
new things that progress comes. 
He tells me that the attending 
doctors and surgeons all do a re- 
markably good job and that the 
board is the most co-operative 
and interested that he has ever 
had the pleasure to work with. 

I had only a brief time at the 
rehabilitation center but I was 
most interested in seeing what 
good facilities are available there. 
there. I had a glimpse of Henry 
Viscardi, who finds jobs for 
handicapped people, giving a lec- 
ture. I certainly hope to return 
someday and see anything more 
that they are willing to show me, 
as this was’ too brief a _ visit 
really to tell you much of the 
work that goes on.

The 'Only Child’

6 6 Were: can you expect—he was an only child!” How 
often have you heard these words? Being the only 
child in a family has been blamed for almost every 

ornery trait in human nature. Young people are warned not 


to marry one of these freaks. Neighbors freely predict de- - 


linquency for them, sooner or later. If one turns out to be a 
little “queer,” well, you know why. 

Most of this is nonsense, although the row that “onlies” 
have to hoe is sometimes harder than confronts the young- 
sters in families of two or more offspring. Everything de- 
pends upon what sort of treatment they get from their par- 
ents, how intelligent their rearing is. Let’s say they have 
one strike on them at the outset, but are far from being out 
at the plate. :

I’M DELVING INTO THIS “only child” matter today for 
the benefit of Mrs. Q., in particular, and all other parents 
in general. Mrs. Q. writes: “I have one child and can’t have 
another, so we are thinking about adopting one. But the 
child-placing agency won’t give us one. They say we already 
have one child and any babies they give will be to couples 
without any children. This seems hard on our little girl, who 
needs a playmate, and we don’t want an ‘only’ child. What 
can we do about it?” 

The first thing to do is to encourage her to take up with 
the children of neighbors, school, Sunday school and other 
things that bring children together in groups. As far as pos- 
sible, her main activities should be group activities. Open 
your home to her playmates and keep her from being alone 
as much as you can. | 

It will help you to know what factors seem to have caused 
the greatest difficulties for “onlies.” Psychologist A. Ward 
studied 100 cases of only children who came croppers and 
found six important contributing causes. Here they are (the 
figures show how many each applies to): 

Lack of social contacts 

Other adults in home 

Incompatible parents — — — — — — 
Overprotective parents 

Serious or long illness of child — —— 30 
Mother working

THERE 1S NO DOUBT that the ‘parents of an only ehild 
have a special problem. This has long been recognized but in 
the past was exaggerated. Away back in 1907, Psychologist 
G. Stanley’ Hall said: “Being an only child is a disease in it~ 
self.” Twenty years later, Psychologist William McDougall 
gaid: “It was sound advice when Benjamin Franklin told his 
young friend to choose a wife from a large family. The 
handicaps and defects of the only child are well known.” 
He also pointed out that there can be too many children in a 
family for the good of the individuals; which is sound sense. 

So, to sum it up, it is pretty much up to the parents 
whether their child suffers in after life from being an “only.” 
Dr. Ward’s table shows some of the things to be avoided. They 
all add up to importance of providing for your child the 
companionship of other children; plus the fostering of such 
qualities as unselfishness, co-operation, give-and-take, and 
others which are much more easily taught when there is a 
larger family. But it can be done. I have a reading list 
called “Child Guidance” which will tell you what books to 
get from the library and from the Government Printing Office.

Workshop on Improving Human Relations 


Catholic, Protestant and Jewish Group Studying at St. Louis University on How to Combat Prejudices

ITH a liberal supply of good 
humor and camaraderie, adult 


students at St. Louis Univer- 
sity—Catholic priests, nuns and 
laymen of the Protestant and 
Jewish faiths—are learning to 
live with their conflicting beliefs 
and like it. . 


Enrolled in the University’s first 
Workshop for Human Relations, 
the 30 students are exploring con- 
victions of the three dominant 
spiritual faiths, as well as inter- 
racial problems, in an effort to 
uncover causes and nature of 
prejudices and tensions and to 
help combat them in their home 
communities. 


Victims of occasional tensions 
within their.own discussion circle, 
they frequently take time out to 
practice what they expect to 
preach when they go back home. 
On the theory that the better 
they know one another, the bet- 
ter they can understand and ap- 
preciate each other’s attitudes and 
problems, they have a coffee and 
lemonade bre&@k twice a day 
(courtesy of the kitchen commit- 
tee), go to picnics, boat rides and 
baseball games. In the few weeks 
they have been together, they 
have become good friends, calling 
each other by their first names. 


During their spare time be- 
tween the end of lunch and the 
beginning of the afternoon ses- 
sion, they relax by fingerpainting 
or in craft work. 


As one nun laughingly put it: 
“We have to have some kind of 
outlet after all that intellectual 
conversation.” 


The conversation may deal with 
creed or cult or code.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Leaks in Lead Pipe. 
T seems that the early plumbers 
fooled around for a good many 


years with hollow logs until one - 


of them came up with the idea 
of making pipe out of lead. This 
worked out pretty well and 
plumbers have been using a good 
deal of lead ever since for vari- 
ous portions of the house plumb- 
ing system. 

One spot you are likely to find 
lead pipe is on fixture drains es- 
pecially in the older homes 
where ready-made traps were not 
available and the plumber had to 
make the trap by hand out of 
lead. 

Now then, lead is rather soft 


rs \\ 


and when a fixture drain made of 
lead becomes clogged, be careful 
how you go about clearing it out. 
If you drive a piece of metal down 
the line in the hope of it clear- 
ing the obstruction, you are very 
likely to puncture the lead pipe 
but good. 

Assuming that you have punc- 
tured the pipe, your next chore 
is to plug the leak. 

The first thing to do here is 
to forget about a blow torch or 
soldering iron for unless you 
know what you are doing, trying 


- to fix a leak in lead pipe with 


heat is dangerous business. 

If you are lucky, the leak can 
be closed by tapping around the 
edges of the opening with a ball 
peen hammer or some.-sort of 
hammer with a rounded face. The 
idea here is that the hammer will 
force the soft metal into’ the open- 
ing and close it up. 

If this doesn’t appeal to you, 
try a wad of chewing gum. Force 
the gum (after it’s been chewed 
for awhile) into the seam and then 
hold it in place with several layers 
of friction tape.

Pattern of ‘Wonder' Drugs 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M. D. 


HENEVER a new treatment 

for disease or a diagnostic 

method is discovered, a regu- 
lar chain of events occurs. First 
the new discovery is hailed with 
wild enthusiasm, especially by 
non-doctor news  writers.. The 
new treatment is pronounced a 
cure-all, a miracle drug. 

Soon the opposite view its 
voiced, usually by tHe more con- 
servative members of the medical 
profession. They must even give 
the impression that the new treat- 
ment is worthless. Such negative 
views often result from either 
further experiments or past ex- 
perience with similar treatments. 

It is like the swinging of a pen- 
dulum to one and then to the 
other extreme. Finally, months 
to years later, a middle view pre- 
vails. The new treatment is 
proved to be useful to certain 
people when certain precautions 
are observed. It usually turns out 
to be neither a cure-all nor worth- 
less (although sometimes it is 
worthless or more dangerous than 
useful). 

It may or may not turn out to 
be an advance in treatment. Very 
likely, five or 10 years later, it 
will have been replaced by some- 
thing better that was hailed with 
equally wild acclaim at the begin- 
ning and was equally damned a 
little later.

WHEN YOU REALIZE that 
this is the typical chain of events, 
you understand why your physi- 
cian usually refuses to become 
excited one way or the other 
about many of the new treatments 
and diagnostic methods acclaimed 
by the press and magazine 
writers. 

These pendulum-like swings of 
opinion—of acclaim and reaction 
—are particularly noticeable in 
recent years. That is because 
such discoveries are now gener- 
ally regarded as legitimate popu- 
lar news. They reach your eyes 
and ears whilé the reaction and 
counter-reaction are still hotly

SIMILARLY, TWO newly-re- 
leased drugs for the treatment of 
high blood pressure are in the 
initial stage of wild acclaim. 
These drugs are named hexame- 
thonium and Apresoline. - But al- 
ready the reaction against the 
original inflated hopes and opin- 
ions is beginning to appear—the 
pendulum is beginning its sweep 
in the opposite direction. Al- 
ready there is good evidence that 
neither of these chemicals is the 
ideal answer to the lowering of 
high blood pressure. Just how 
effective they are remains to be 
seen. 


Only when more time has gone 
by and the effects of the drug 
have been further studied, will 
doctors know how advantageous 
they are, what their dangers are, 
and in what patients they may 
best be used.

T is not only futile for a de- 
fender to hammer away at a 
certain suit after his last entry 
has been taken out—there may be 
a positive danger in that course. 


South opened with one no- 
trump, received a single raise 
from his partner, and went on to 
game at no-trump although he 
really had no “overage” in his 
original bid. 

West got his side off to a good 
start by leading the spade 10, 
rather than away from his club 
strength. The queen was played 
from dummy, and when East cov- 
ered, declarer ducked. East re- 
turned the suit—properly enough 
at this stage. 

Winning with the spade ace, de- 
clarer then knocked out the dia- 
mond ace, East correctly staying 
off as long as he could. On the 
third round of diamonds, West 
seized the chance to discard the 
club nine, but East had ideas of 
his own—he persisted with an- 
other spade return. 

Declarer had fully believed 
West about the club situation, if 
East hadn’t, so he discarded the 
heart deuce from dummy, then 
laid down the king of clubs. This 
was a very thoughtful play, and a 
successful one. West could not 
afford to hold off with his ace— 
if he did, another club lead to- 
ward the queen-small would fol- 
low—but after West took the trick 
he was hooked. He sensed that 
no good would come from a heart 
return, so he tried to run the 
bluff of a low club return, but de- 
clarer had committed himself, He 
ducked the dummy, and when he 
could win with his own 10-spot, 
the contract was “iced.” 

This is a rather complicated 
hand to analyze, but readers will 
be rewarded by laying out the 
cards and observing the vast dif- 
ference if East obeys his partner’s 
signal and shifts to clubs instead 
of leading the third spade. Then, 
maneuver as he will, South can- 
not produce the ninth trick.

It is hard to see how anyone 
can speak of a day without the 
sun in the sky, This is done be- 
cause a 24-hour period is called 
a full day. Actually the Green- 
landers have one long night — 
lasting about three months. Then 
they have daylight and darkness 
for a similar period before they 
start enjoying three months of 
steady sunshine. 
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IN PARTS of the Arctic, the 
long period of daylight brings 
about fast growth of food plants. 
In Greenland, the natives rarely 
raise vegetables. They depend ‘on 
meat for the greater part of their 
food. 

The Eskimos of Greenland go 
out to sea in slender boats called 
kayaks. These boats are paddled, 
and are used for fishing, also for 
hunting seals. 

Some homes of these Eskimos 
are made of wood. Other natives 
have huts with walls of stone and 
sod, 

While he is two or three miles 
out at sea, a man in a kayak may 
have trouble in spying his own 
home. For this reason several pro- 
gressive natives have painted 
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ESKIMO 


large figures on the roofs of their 
dwellings. This helps them to 
‘know the point to which they 
should paddle when they want to 
return to shore.

MOST GREENLAND Eskimos 
have adopted the Lutheran faith, 
They call themselves Christians 
even though they have kept some 
of their old ideas. 

It is comon for these people 
to have a strong belief in magic. 
They use charms when they want 
success in hunting, or when they 
‘are in fear of being harmed. 
| Villages are located here and 
‘there along the coast. These sel- 
| dom have the services of a white 
'doctor, but once or twice a year 
| such a doctor does come. The na- 
‘tives stand in line to be treated 
{for illness or injury.
